The fire department ‘horse lies down 
to sleep at night just like any other. 
-His bed of straw is spread in his stall 
regularly at 9 o’clock and a feed of hay 
is given to him. But though he might 
be lying down and fast asleep he is 
wide awake and on his feet at at the 
first tap of the gong. He wakes up as 
quickly as the fireman and he is sure- 
footed or thhe would not be in the de- 
partment at.all; so he loses no time in 
getting up.‘on his feet. The same elec- 
tric current that sounds the gong drops

There are always one or more men On 
duty on the floor of the house; on the 
midnight watch, from midnight to 6 
o’clock, there are tiwo. These men 
would, of course, reach the engine be- 
fore the horses. And in a day or even- 
ing alarm in a house where there was 
room for the men to sit at the front of 
the dormitory floor, the men that might 
be there would get to the engine before 
the horses could; they would be all 
ready, close to the pole, and the pole 
would land them close ‘to the engine. 
But at night, with horses lying.down 
and asleep, and the men, excepting 
those on watch, also abed and asleep, 
the horses might get to the pole first. 

It might be, for example, that: there 
would be a range of beds on the floor 
above right along over a horse's stall; 
ther is a sliding pole, say, from ‘this 
second floor ot the ground floor, coming 
down about midway between the 
horse’e stall at the side of the house 
and the front of the engine. At the 
stroke of the gong the fireman wakes, 
jumps, up and gets into his boots and 
bolts for the sliding pole. all these oper~- 
ations put together occupying but a 
second or two.

About five years ago he moved 
with his family to Andover. 

Although he never held a public office 
in the city or town. government, he has 
always been very much interested in 
the local affairs. -He-attended and was 
an active worker in Trinity church, 
Lawrence, serving on its board of asses- 
sors since the organization of the parish. 
Besides his wife he leaves two daughters, 
Mrs. A. E. Dick, of New York, and Mrs. 
Cc. E. F. Clarke“of this place. 

The funeral was held from the house 
on School Street, Thursday afternoon at 
2 o’clock. Prof. John Wesley Churchill, 
D. D., officiated ard payed glowing 
tribute to the sterling character and 
noble qaialities of the deceased. Burial 
was in the family lot in Bellevue cene’ 
tery, Lawrence. ; 


The following tribute, bya Jong time 
associate and friend,#is: taken from the 
Lawrence Telegram : 


The’ dedth of Dr. Chamberlain de- 
serves more’ than a passing notice, es- 
pecially in his professional relations 
with this city, Avhere he led the life of 
a busy practitioner of the healing art 
for a whole generation; He came to 
Lawrence in 1865 fresh from the active 
oe ace iat Ang al A surgeon in the: 
Civil. war, in whith-he-tiad .served:with 
unusual’ credit’ both’ fn fie field ona in 
hospitals during the.whole four years 
of that great conflict: 'ntering< into 
business relations with Mrs. Chamber- 
lain’s father, the late Dr. Garland, ‘Him- | 
self one of the most active physicians 
of his generation, Dr. Chamberlain 
brought into private practice an active 
and well-trained mind, an enthusiasm 
which was stimulated by a higt:ly nerv- 
ous temp:rament, and aldevotion to the 
interests of cacl. patient whicn is sel- 
dom equalled. jiis taste for surgery. 
ard his previousmilitary’ surgical: ex- 
perience, led him’ for many years ‘to 
accept all the surgical cases which cf- 
fered, and he treated them with a’ care 
and a zevl which won the affection of 
liany a hougehold, A diligent stuaent 
of medicine to the last, he was foremost 
in the use of all recent additions to the 
physician's and surgeon’s armamiecnta- 
rium when they promised adequate ald, 
and as promptly dropped them if they 
failed in good results. Many a family 
in Lawrence is thinking today of some 
member he has succored or helped, and 
many a child will be taught his mom- 
ory because of his arduous labors that 
that child might live. 

His interest in organized medical 
science was constant and Increasing. 
He was the originator of the Lawrence 
Medical Club which was formed at his 
house. Ife was often a Councilior of 
the Massachusetts Medical Society, and 
was for two years President of the Es- 
sex North District Medical Society. He 
has also for many years beén a mem- 
ber of the- Board of U. S. Pension Ex- 
aminers in this city. 

His interest in the Hospital of which 
he was both active and consulting phy- 
sician was great from the. beginning, 
and he was president of the Medical. 
staff for many ‘years until his death. 

Dr. Chamberlain Was a religious man. 
He was prominently identified with the 
interests of the Eliot church, and when 
that church was merged with the Cen- 
tral church to form the present Trinity 
Congregational church he carried into 
it his interest and his zeal; and ever 
since the formation of Trinity Parish 
he has served upon its Board of Assess- 
ors. To him indeed, has been giyen the 
credit of proposing the name “Trinity.” 

Dr. Chamberlain had lived the 
Psalmist’s allotted period of life, and 
yet no one ever thought of him as old, 
his temperament was so elastic and his 
mental activity so great. It is a sad 
pleasure for one who has been .assocla- 
ted with him in many ways, in and out 
of his profession, to give this brief 
tribute of respect and affection.

The inventor of the roller skate made 
200,000. The gimlet-pointed screw has 
been responsible for more wealth than 
most silver mines. One hundred thou- 
sand pounds in first class securities 
wili not represent the fortune made by 
the man who first thought of copper tips 
to children’s shoes. Even a little thing 
like a comon needle threader is worth 
£2000 a year to its owner, while the 
“return ball”—a wooden ball fastened 
on a piece of elastic—yields £10,000 per 
annum; this is only one of many profit- 
able toys. We may mention the 
“Dancing Jim Crow,” which produces 
£15,000 a year; the “Wheel of Life,’’ 
worth in all full £100,000! the walking 
figure, “John Gilpin,” and the “Chame- 
leon top.” The sale of the last-named 
toy has ben enormous, and the profits 
also enormous. Indeed, the “ e- 
leon top,” as a profitable invention, has 
probably excelled any @iscovery in 
modern times, however valuable and 
important this may have been. As far 
as profits are concerned tne invention 
of toys pays better than those of any- 
thing else. Money has been, and always 
can be, made more easily out of simple 
patented inventions than out of any in- 
vestment or occupation. . 

Great discoveries take so many years 
and cost so much to perfect that the 
fortunes made from them are small 
compared with those we have in- 
stanced. The man who discovered that 
a candle, if tapered at the end, would 
stick firmly into its socket, patented the 
idea ‘and afterwards founded the larg- 
est candle factory in the world. Might 
not any one have thought of this sim- 
ple device? Out of the millions who 
own umbrellas, how many realize that 
these unfortunately indispensible arti- 
cles represent untvid wealth! The 
frame, the cover, the materials used, 
are all the result of numberless experi- 
ments and patents. . 

An umbrella years ago used to be 
made of whalebone and gingham. It 
weighed as much as a portmanteau. Al- 
paca was substituted for gingham, then 
silk for alpaca. Each change meant a 
fortune to the inventor who brought it 
about. For a long time the ribs were 
solid; then Samuel Fox arose, took the 
umbrella and cut gooves aiotig its ribs. 
He ,designed the “Patent paragon 
frame,” and lived to see his invention 
used universally. At the death of Sam- 
uel Fox his heir benefited to the extent 
of £179,000, the residue of a total profit 
of at least half a million. 


British Law-Making. 


(From Gunton’s Magazine for July.) 

Before parliament meets the cabinet 
advises'or rather informs the crown of 
the program or policy which is to be 
pursued by the government, in relation 
to both foreign and domestic affairs. 
For instance, in 1868 the issue in the 
election was the dis-establishment of 
the Irish church, to which the queen 
was strongly opposed, yet the prime 
minister “advised” her that a measure 
must be introduced dis-establishing the 
church in Ireland, and in the speech 
from the throne the queen (Mr. Glad- 
stone) announced that such a measure 
would be introduced and hoped that 
parliament would adopt it. The queen’s 
speech (or prime minister's address) 
thus outlines at the beginning of the 
session the legislation to be introduced. 
The cabinet prepares the measures and 
introduces them through one of its 
members, all of whom have seats in one 
or other of the houses of parliament. 
Mensures thus introduced the party is 
politically bound to support. If a cabi- 
net is defeated, it is regarded as a vote 
of ‘‘want of confidence”’ in the ministry, 
and it resigns, which means that the 
opposite party goes into powet or a 


minister may decide. In this way the 
entire legislative policy is shaped and 
the measures prepared by the cabinet, 
and thus party responsibility for legis- 
lation is definitely located in the admin- 
istration, which holds the power of 
resignation or a dissolution of parlia- 
meo as a whip of party discipline.

McKinley’s frater- 
nal greetings on his tour last year 
through the south. At Memorial Day 
services the confederates came in for 
the lion’s share of the eulogies delivered 
in southern cemeteries and Dixie was 
the favorite tune of the oecasion.”, 

As to thé negro lytehings; lyr. Merrill 
feels confident that a decided reaction has 
set jn. ‘The orgies. over the lynched 
neg#oO when parts of his. mutilated body 
were distributed as souvenirs horritied 
southern men ag well; men of the 
north, and put the wiliolé business in«such 
odor that we are not likely to hear of 
much more lynching-of anyesort for the 
present. es 

The worst feature in the southerr 
country, Dean Merrill thinks, is the deep 
seated determination on the part of the 
major portion of the white population 
that the negro shall not be elevated. “A

Choice men and the best men of that 
part of our country are out-growing this 
article of faith but in inverse proportion 
to their intelligence is the strength of 
the tierce determination that the black 
man shall be subject to the white. 

In reply to the question ‘ How do the 
people of the sguth feel towards the 
schools supported by northern money? ” 
Mr. Merrill said that only recently a 
ledding southern Presbyterian papeér.de- 
clared that these schools and, their 
teachers were an intrusion. That the 
southerners wanted no education for the 
negro which did not teach him that he 
was and must, forever be subject to the 
white race. Southern society completely 
ostracises the: teachers in our institu- 
tions, ostensibly on the basis that none 
but the lowest of the low from the north 
coulg, possibly engage in such undertak- 
ings. Business men on the other hand 

2ognize the material element involved 
and in their intercourse with tlie officials 
of our institutions rarely manifest any 
show of superiority. 

“What is the outcome of your work in 
relation to the negro himself?’ we asked. 
“It is marvelous in its beneficial ‘effects. 
The young men and women who gradu- 
ated at Fisk last commencement.were in 
no.respect inferior to the graduates of 
many of our northern colleges. They 
were self-respecting and worthy of high- 
est regard. ‘The vigor of thought, choice 
diction and grace of delivery in their 
commencement parts was of a high order. 
kisk University is keeping an accurate 
record of its alumni and publishes each 


| Fear what each graduate is doing for 


nimself and the world. Its 300 and more 
graduates can well challenge the same 
number of alumni in our northern col- 
leges in respect to the careers which 
they have made.” 

Dr. Merrill on the whole takes a hope- 
ful view of affairs. He thinks that the 
worst has past in the solution of the 
race problem and that it will not be far 
along in the next century when the edu- 
cation of the negro vigorously pushed 
will result in such a measure of elevation 
as will lead the people, who now see that 
African slavery is no longer a divine in- 
stitution, to learn that the degradation 
of the negro is a mistake as well.as a sin.
